Pueblo Release Hopes Rise 


SEOUL (AP) — 
Hopes rose 
again today for the release of 
the Pueblo crewmen with the 
conclusion of the fifth private 
meeting between U.S. and North 
Korean officials and the Im­ 
pending arrival of U.S. trouble, 
shooter Cyrus Vance. North Ko­ 
rea has held the crewmen 17 
days. 
The talks at Panmunjom to­ 
day lasted three hours, the long­ 
est session since talks began 
eight days ago. American offi­ 
cials were silent on what took 
place but the speculation in 
Seoul was that both sides set­ 
tled “final procedural m atters'1 
for the release of the one dead 
crewman and t h r e e injured 
men. 
The talks were between U.S. 
Rear Adm. John V. Smith and 
North Korean MaJ. Gen. Park 
Choong-kook, informed Korean 
sources said. 


Sources also said that South 
Korea is expected to inform ( 
Vance that it wants to take back 
operational control of South Ko­ 
rea's 600,000-man armed forces. 
The United States currently has 
control of these forces under the 
auspices of the U.N. Command.

SEN. SYMINGTON’S WISE COUNSEL 
Our state’s senior U.S. Senator has, we believe, 
offered some wise counsel in connection with 
the U.S.S. Pueblo incident in North Korean waters, 
and while his views may not coincide with those 
held by a majority of Missourians or Americans, 
we suspect time will prove his advice sound. 
Sen. Symington said this week he believes it 
would be unwise, and has warned against, any 
military attempt to rescue the super-secret 
naval vessel that was captured by the North

Noting that both the ship’s instruments and 
its crew members have long since been secreted 
away by the communists, our state’s senior law­ 
maker asks the very simple but pertinent ques­ 
tion: Where would we look for them? 
Sen. Symington believes that because of our 
major commitments in South Vietnam, we pres­ 
ently have neither the men-nor the equipment 
to move with any success against North Koreans. 
This appraisal comes from a man who is a mem­ 
ber of the Senate Armed Service Committee and 
perhaps is the most frightening aspect of the Pueb­ 
lo incident — the realization that we are so 


greatly committed in Vietnam that we have little 
left to move against other attacks in Asia. 
Said the Senator: 
“If we became involved in a 
war of this character, the number of reservists 
recently called up with their relatively obsoles­ 
cent equipment is comparable to a pail of water 
in a large pool.” 
Sen. Symington believes it is possible that we 
have extended ourselves so far in Vietnam that the 
only tactical strength we now possess elsewhere 
is the use of the nuclear bomb, a weapon that is 
certainly out of the question in the Pueblo case. 
It becomes more than a little clear, even to 
the extreme jingoists such as Governor Reagan 
who apparently favors an immediate invasion 
of North Korea, that we have become so en­ 
meshed in political and military affairs in the 
Far East that our ability to deal with problems 
elsewhere around the globe is extremely limited. 
Moreover, this ability to deal with problems else­ 
where is growing less and less as we continue our 
present course in Vietnam. 
This is not to say that we necessarily agree that 
any kind of withdrawal be started in South Vietnam, 
at least not at the present time. But the demand 
of a vast majority of Americans for immediate 
military action against the North Koreans is not 
a realistic one, certainly not so under the condi­ 
tions outlined by Sen. Symington. 
The growing number of incidents in Korea was 
noted, interestingly, by Sen. Symington on his 
next-to-last trip to the Far East. 
After noting 
the several hundred incidents occurring against 
the U.S. and South Korea by the communists, 
Sen. Symington at that time recommended more 
attention be paid to this troubled spot. The sug­ 
gestion went unheeded, and the U.S.S. Pueblo 
sailed into waters without any kind of an escort. 
The result was shattering news that has caused 
further despair in this country concerning our 
ability to police all of the Far East. 
We find ourselves, for the most part, agreeing 
with Sen. Symington. 
The difficulty is not in 
finding others who agree but in finding solutions 
to the nagging and overriding problem of U.S. 
commitments in the Far East and how we can 
eventually resolve those commitments. 
- The Pueblo incident has most certainly under­ 
scored the gravity of our nation’s position in Asia.

SEN. SYMINGTON’S WISE COUNSEL 
Our state’s senior U.S. Senator has, we believe, 
offered some wise counsel in connection with 
the I’.S.S. Pueblo incident in North Korean waters, 
and while his views may not coincide with those 
held by a majority of Missourians or Americans, 
we suspect time will prove his advice sound. 
Sen. Symington said this week he believes it 
would be unwise, and has warned against, any 
military attempt to rescue the super-secret 
naval vessel that was captured by the North 
Koreans, for such an attempt would commit 
this nation to military action for which it is 
not prepared. 
Noting that both the ship’s instruments and 
its crew members have long since been secreted 
away by the communists, our state’s senior law­ 
maker asks the very simple but pertinent ques­ 
tion: Where would we look for them? 
Sen. Symington believes that because of our 
major commitments in South Vietnam, we pres­ 
ently have neither the men nor the equipment 
to move with any success against North Koreans. 
This appraisal comes from a man who is a mem­ 
ber of the Senate Armed Service Committee and 
perhaps is the most frightening aspect of the Pueb­ 
lo incident - - the realization that we are so 


greatly committed in Vietnam that we have little 
left to move against other attacks in Asia. 
Said the Senator: 
“If we became involved in a 
war of this character, the number of reservists 
recently called up with their relatively obsoles­ 
cent equipment is comparable to a pail of water 
in a large pool.” 
Sen. Symington believes it is possible that we 
have extended ourselves so far in Vietnam that the 
only tactical strength we now possess elsewhere 
is the use of the nuclear bomb, a weapon that is 
certainly out of the question in the Pueblo case. 
It becomes more than a little clear, even to 
the extreme jingoists such as Governor Reagan 
who apparently favors an immediate invasion 
of North Korea, that we have become so en­ 
meshed in political and military affairs in the 
Far East that our ability to deal with problems 
elsewhere around the globe is extremely limited. 
Moreover, this ability to deal with problems else­ 
where is growing less and less as we continue our 
present course in Vietnam. 
This is not to say that we necessarily agree that 
any kind of withdrawal be started in South Vietnam, 
at least not at the present time. But the demand 
of a vast majority of Americans for immediate 
military action against the North Koreans is not 
a realistic one, certainly not so under the condi­ 
tions outlined by Sen. Symington. 
The growing number of incidents in Korea was 
noted, interestingly, by Sen. Symington on his 
next-to-last trip to the Far East. 
After noting 
the several hundred incidents occurring against 
the U.S. and South Korea by the communists, 
Sen. Symington at that time recommended more 
attention be paid to this troubled spot. The sug­ 
gestion went unheeded, and the U.S.S. Pueblo 
sailed into waters without any kind of an escort. 
The result was shattering news that has caused 
further despair in this country concerning our 
ability to police all of the Far East. 
We find ourselves, for the most part, agreeing 
with Sen. Symington. 
The difficulty is not in 
finding others who agree but in finding solutions 
to the nagging and overriding problem of U.S. 
commitments in the Far East and how we can 
eventually resolve those commitments. 
The Pueblo incident has most certainly under­ 
scored the gravity of our nation’s position in Asia.
